Secondly, & Aaiuw ſignifies Fortune, Fate, 1 
Tuxn i Mag, &c. In this Senſe it is often 
found in Homer, Pindar, and other Writers. 
Thirdly, This Term was very frequently 
uſed to denote a Claſs of Beings of a middle 
Nature betwixt the Deity and Man. Head 
makes thoſe happy Men who lived in the gol- 
den Age after their Deaths to become Demons, 
and looks upon them as the Guardians of 
Mankind. m Plato, from him, adopts the ſame 
dentiments, and is followed by other Writers 
herein. * Nay, this laſt Author declares,

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Demon, either before or after Death. Plutarch, 
Iamblicbus, Hierocles, and others, are very ex- 
preſs in this Particular; but, as I propoſe men- 
tioning only ſome of the moſt antient Greek 
Authors at, preſent, I ſhall here omit them. 
II. Tis obſervable, that tho Hefod honours 
the Men of the golden Age with the Title of 
Demons after their Deaths, yet he does this 
chiefly by way of Compliment to them, and 
ut order to incite his Brother Per/es to imitate 
them by performing juſt and virtuous Actions; 
and therefore no certain Concluſion can be 
drawn from hence with regard to his real Opi- 
nion of the Nature of Demons. But whatever 
his Opinion of theſe Beings might be, what- 
ever he might think of them, tis certain v he 
makes a Diſtinction betwixt the Gs waxay 
xa; G ν˖ö the bleſſed and immortal Gods, w 
are 4 Homer's Demons, and the departed Wor- 
thies of the golden Age, who are his Demons. 
He makes them different and diſtinct Claſſes of 
Beings ;; and conſequently it cannot be inferred 
from him, and much leſs from his Followers, 
that all Demons, or even the Beings to whom 
this Word was firſt applied, were Ghoſts, or 
Spirits of departed Men. 

. Farther, that Demons in general ſhould be 
the Spirits of Men, who once lived on Earth, 
is not at all implied in the Word itſelf, nor does

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this Notion enter into the Idea which it con- 
veys to us. This Idea exhibits to our View 
Beings endued with Knowledge only, without 
relation to any other Quality, Circumſtance, or 
Perfection; and therefore rational Beings in this 
View only are ſignified by this Word, 1. e. Be- 

ings endued with a Degree of Knowledge ſu- 

rior to what we enjoy, and who therefore 
— way of Eminence, with reſpect to us, may 
be called Knowing Beings. This ſeems to have 
been the only and genuine Senſe in which the 


Antients underſtood the Word Azipers in ge- 


neral, In this Senſe it might be applied not 
only to the ſupreme Being, but to all other 
Natures ſuperior to Man ; and in this Senſe it 
was applied by them to God and all ſuch Na- 
tures, Aziueyes quaſi Aoiperss, ſays * Plate : 
Now Aaznuar ſignifies Doctus, Peritus, Sciens, 
&c, from whence comes An Scientia, 
Peritia,, &c.— And this ſeems to anſwer 
Hefiod's Deſcription of them; * for he aſſures 
us, that they obſerve, (i. e. know) every thing 
done on Earth, and that they are Privy-coun- 
cellors to Jupiter. Lactantius and Euſtatbius 
put this Etymology beyond diſpute. 

'Tis proper likewiſe to remark, that Hefod 
calls his Demons ec R xa! e (good and 
terreſtrial) which ſeems to inſinuate, that there

were other Denms who were neither good nor 
terreſtrial ; and therefore this Paſſage is fo far 


from proving, that all Demons, or Demons in 


general, were in Heſiod's Time ſuppoſed to be 
good and terreſtrial, or ſuch as had once lived 
on Earth, (tor that this is the true Signification 
of er:x90; is evident both from * Hefiod him- 


felf and Homer) that it is an Intimation to the 


contrary, and a preſumptive Argument that 
Hejiod believed there were Demons of a male- 
volent Nature, who had never been Inhabi- 
tants of this Earth; eſpecially, ſince this was a 
Notion that prevailed amongſt all polite Na- 
tions, even from the remoteſt Antiquity, as 
may be proved by one or two expreſs Teſtimo- 
nies, which we ſhall beg leave here to in- 
fert. |

% was a very antient Opinion, that certain 


wicked and malignant Demons envy good 


& Men, and endeavour to hinder them in the 
* Purſuit of Virtue, leſt they ſhould be at laſt 
* Partakers of greater Felicity than they en- 
% joy; which is confirmed by Y Iamblichus. 
— Ihe firſt Author moreover tells us, that 
„ the * Opinion of an evil Principle, or Being, 
vas handed down from the antient Maſters

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te of divine Knowledge, and Formers of Com- 
«* monwealths, to the Poets and Philoſophers ; 
« and of fo great Antiquity, that its firſt Au- 
« thor could -not be found ; and that it was 
« embraced as Truth by the Generality of the 
« wiſeſt Heathens. The Greeks called this 
evil and malicious Being Adus, (Hades) as we 
are informed by this fame Author; the Egyp- 
tians, from whom the others received their 
Idea of him, Typhon ; the Per/ians and Chalde- 
ons, Abdriman; and from theſe laft it appears, 
that he was created by Gop, tempted Men to 
all Kinds of Wickedneſs, and took the greateſt 
Delight in oppoſing the divine Will. The 
Chaldeans and Perſians acknowledged Angels, 
both good and bad, as diſtinct from the Souls 
of Men. This is evident from Damaſcius, 
Plutarch, and Shabriſtani in conjunction with 
the Sad- der, or Compendium of the Doctrines of 
Zerduſht, © which expreſly mentions ſuch Au- 
gels, the Good ones as guarding and protecting 
Men, the Bad ones as inſtigating and tempting 
them to all Kinds of Wickedneſs and Sin, and 
afterwards becoming the Inſtruments of their 
Puniſhment, agreeably to the Scripture Account 


of the fallen Angels. ---- And that the laſt

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Angels in particular, according to the Perſa 
ras Chalde'm Doctrine, were diſtinct en 
Souls of Men, is undeniable ; for Zerduſht makes 
all the wicked Souls to be thrown into Hell, 
or Gehevina, from the Bridge Tchinavar, and 
to be there confined, in the ſtricteſt Manner, 
till the Day of judgment; whereas his evil 
Angels are left at liberty to rove about, to trou- 
ble and infeſt Mankind. ---- And that this was 
the Sentiment of the Magi in the earlieſt Times, 
long before the Age of Zerduſht, is plain from 
hence, that Zerduſbt made no * Alterations in 
the doctrinal and fundamental Points of their 
Religion, but only aboliſhed ſome ſuperſtitious 
Rites and Practices that had crept in amongſt 


them; and that they were never guilty of Ido- 


latry, as the neighbouring Nations were, but 
conſtantly adhered to the Worſhip of 'the one 
only and true God, as they received it from 
their great Anceſtors Shem and Elam, who muſt 
undoubtedly have been acquainted with the 
Fall of the Angels : So that we may fairly con- 
clude,. that the 5 Be/zebub, Satan, and Sam- 
mael of the Fews ; the Abdriman of the hal-

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dean and Perſians; and the Hades of the Greeks, 
were one and the ſame Being, even the Leader, 
or Prince of the fallen Angels; and that theſe 
fallen Angels themſelves were what the Greeks 
underſtood by their evil Demons. Theodorus 
in Photzus directly aſſerts, that Abdriman is the 
Devil, or Satan, and Dr. Hyde clearly evinces 
the ſame thing. Again, that the Egyptians and 
Phænicians likewiſe acknowledg'd ſuch wicked 
inferior Beings, as well as Typhon their Chief, 
is plain from the genuine Remains of their great 
Lawgiver and Philoſopher * Hermes Tri/me- 
giſtus, or Thoyth ; who therein affirms, * that 
% Demons are the Enemies of Men, and vex 
* them; ” and he moreover, in the very Lan- 
guage of Scripture, calls them evil Angel; 
which Aſſertion is more fully illuſtrated and 
explain d by Caſaubom, Stillingfleet, and other 
learned Men. — Now that the Greets bor- 
rowed both their firſt Syſtem of Religion and 
their Notions of intelligent Beings from the Egyp- 
tans and Phenicians !, is allowed by their own 
Writers. Many more Arguments and Teſtimo- 
nies might be offered, to prove, that a Belief of 
d Demons, diſtinct from the Souls of Men, pre- 
valed amongſt all polite Nations, from the re-

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moteſt Times; but what has been already pro- 
duced is, we conceive, abundantly ſufficient to 
convince all reaſonable and unprejudiced Minds, 
m Philb, indeed, tells us, that Angels, Souls, and 
Demons (both good and bad) were the ſame 
Beings; but this muſt be underſtood of their 
intelligent Nature and good or bad Diſpoſitions, 
1. e. the Angels of the Holy Scripture, the De- 
mons of the Greeks, and the Souls of departed 
Men agree in this, that they are immaterial in- 
telligent Beings, ſome of them good and ſome 
bad; and agreeably to this our bleſſed Saviour 
declares, that * after the Reſirrection Men are 
as the Angels which are in Heaven, --- And, that 
® all who know the Scriptures and the Power of 
God are ſatisfied of this Truth. Philo, I fay, 
muſt be thus underſtood, otherwiſe he is in- 
conſiſtent with himſelf; for in another Place 
? he obſerves, © that there were many intel- 
e lectual Powers (i. e. Angels) with God be- 
e fore the Creation of the World — * that 
te thoſe Beings which the Scripture calls Angels, 
and Philoſophers Demons, are the immediate 
«« Miniſters of the Almighty, are as it were the 
Ears and Eyes of the great King, do vaſtly 
excel in Wiſdom, Purity, and Excellency of 
Nature, thoſe Spirits who were once inve 

with Body, inhabit much more noble and

« ſublime Regions than they do; --- in ſhort, 
he uſes the Word * {vuxy ſometimes as ſynony- 
mous to mveue,.4Twmuars, dIavarov, Of oy», 
i. e. @ Spirit, incorporeal Being, an immortal 
Subſtance, a rational Power, or Principle, &c. 
And this Obſervation is ſufficient to reconcile 
all the ſeeming Contradictions to be found in 
him on this Head. - Befides, Philo, being a 
Jew, . muſt have been very well acquainted 
with the Scriptures of the Old Teſtament; and 
that theſe treat Angels as Beings different from , 
and ſuperior to the Souls of Men, is univerſally 
allowed. 

III. This laſt Signification of the Word 
Aaijuwy is what at preſent I muſt inſiſt chiefly 
upon, vis. à created intelligent Being ſuperior 
to Man; (tor * that Hefiod's Demons were made, 
or created, by the Gods, he plainly aſſerts) and 
t all ſuch Beings as theſe were, from the re- 
moteſt Antiquity, thrown into two different 
Claſſes. The one were reckon'd of a good and 
beneficent Nature, and Friends to Mankind; 
the other the reverſe --- Beings that (as we 
have above obſerved) were implacable, had an 
invincible Averſion to Men, and made it their 
Buſineſs to defeat them in all their good Pur- 
ſuits to influence and perſwade them to 
what was wrong, and, in ſhort, to draw them

mons (in this laſt Senſe of the Word Aaiuay) 
was coeval with that of good ones, is evident 
from Homer, who. is as early an Author as any, 
if not the firſt, amongſt the Greeks that men- 
tions either of them, and who mentions both 
of them. To the evil Demon he joins the E- 

ithets * xaxcc;, * guyegos, and NE , and 
even the Word * Aziuey itſelf, without any of 
theſe, he uſes in a bad Signification. * He more 
than intimates, that theſe Demons precipitate 
Men into bad, pernicious, and even fatal A- 
ctions: --- and that theſe Actions are not only 
unfortunate and phyſically evil, but likewiſe in- 
clude ® moral Turpitude in them, may be col- 
lected from Pindar, who ſeems to allude to 
the Places of Homer here hinted at : --- Which 
Paſſage, becauſe it is very remarkable, throws 
great Light upon the preſent Subject, and has 
not been taken notice of by any Writer en- 
gaged in the preſent Controverſy concerning the 
Nature of Demons and their Operations upon 
Men, I ſhall produce at length with the Scha- 
liaſt's Note upon it. |

Pindar lived about 470 Years before Chriſt, 
near a Generation before Herodotus, and Calli- 
machus about 270. Hence tis apparent, that 
the Opinion of evil Demons prevailed amongſt 
the Greels in very early Ages, and that they 
took the Office of theſe wicked Beings to be 
intirely of the ſame Nature with that aſſigned 
to the Devil and bis Angels in Scripture ; and 
conſequently tis highly probable, that they 
were the ſame implacable and malicious Be- 
ings. r | 
But this will receive a farther Acceſſion of 
Strength if we conſider, that the Aziuwy of the 
Greeks (in the Senſe of the Word at preſenr 
under Conſideration) anſwered to the Genius of 
the Latins ; and therefore the &yabos Aaiuwy 
(or the 9:Ziog Aaipwy as he is called by * Calli-

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carly Times a Notion of good and evil Genzt ; 
the Author of Onomaſticon vetus Latino-Gracum 
renders the Latin Word Genius by the Greek 
Aaipww ; and laſtly, the Platonic Philoſopher 
k Apuletus frequently tranſlates the Word Aa;- 
ua by Genius, Many other Teſtimonies and 
Arguments might be produced in favour of our 
Aſſertion, but the Truth of it is fo apparent, 
that they are intirely ſuperfluous. 

But to come nearer the Point we. have in 
View, the Word Genius cannot, with any to- 
lerable Propriety, be deduced à gignendo, as 
! ſome of the Antients, particularly Varro, 60 
fondly imagined : ---- this Etymology is too 
ſecch d and unnatural, and tis wary Arn that 
nothing can be more ridiculous than many of 
Varro's Derivations ; --- tis, in all Probability, 
to be ſought for in the Eaſt, as a great Part of 
the Latin Words are ; eſpecially thoſe that the 
Latins ® borrowed from the Etruſcans. This 
will be clear, almoſt to Demonſtration, when 
we conſider, that the Arabic Gin, or Gen, is 
taken for a Being of the ſame kind with the 
Latin Genii, Act. xii. 15. — that it ſignifies a 
Demon, in the Scripture Senſe of the Word, 
* Iſa. xi. 21. Matt. xvii. 15, &c, ---- and that 
the ? Athiopic Genn denotes a Spectre, or Ap-

In ſhort, that 
Gen both in the Arabic and Ethinpic Lan- 
guages, when uſed in à bad Senſe, exactly an-

AwdCexn@» of Scripture ; from whence we may, 
with no ſmall Appearance of Reaſon, infer, 
that theſe Words are all of the ſame Import; 


and that a Demon, or Genius, in the bad Ac- 


ceptation of the Word, is a Devil, or evil Spi- 
rit, ſtrictly and properly ſo called. But of this 
more hereafter. | 

Before I diſmiſs this Point, it may not be 
improper to obſerve, that Herodotus, the Fa- 
ther of Hiſtory, uſes the Word Aziuwy both in 
the firſt and laſt Significations we have taken 
notice of. Aciuway equivalent to Oos may be 
ſeen in his Cho, c. 87. and for a tutelary infe- 
rior rational Being (ſynonymous to | &yabcs 
Aal, or bonus Genius) ibid. c. 86. Which 


laſt Paſſage I take to be very valuable; ſince 


the Office of @ good Demon, or Genius, is there 
deſcribed, and exactly agrees with that aſſigned 
to good. Angels in Scripture, viz. to guard and 
protect the righteous and religious Man from 
all impending Evils and Dangers; and fince 
from hence we learn, with Certainty, that this 
Opinion did not only prevail amongſt the 
Greeks when Herodotus wrote his Hiſtory, 
(about 4.50 Years before the Commencement of 
the Chriſtian Ara) but likewiſe amongſt the 
Perſians, when Cyrus conquered the ee

nf Lydia (near 560 Years before that Period, 
and even before the Time of Zerduſht) --- two 
Conſiderations of very great Moment in the 
preſent Enquiry, That Herodotus believ d the 
Exiſtence of evi] Demons, or Genii, is likewiſe 
evident from the Word 9 «exdaiuoiy, which 
may be found in the uſual Senſe in his Wri- 


What has been faid of the Word Aziuar 1s 
likewiſe to be underſtood of its ſynonymous 
Term Aaiugney ; it may however be obſerv'd, 
that this laſt is moſt frequently uſed by the 
facred Writers, as the other is by the profane. 
I might eaſily prove this by an Induction of 
Particulars, were it, in any manner, neceſſary; 
but as it is not, I ſhall only remark, that the 
Word Azy4 is properly an Adjective in the 
neuter Gender, and that according to the ge- 
nius of the Greek Language, ſuch Adjectives 
are very frequently equivalent to Subſtantives of 


the ſame Original. 


From the Authorities produced it appears 
highly probable, 

Firjt, That the Greek Authors who preceded 
the Birth of Chri/# did not always underſtand 
by the Words Aziuo; and Azyore, the Spirits, 
or Ghoſts, of departed Men, even when theſe 
Words were applied to finite Beings:

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Secondly, That when they were taken in a 
bad Senſe, they were generally ſuppoſed to 
mean ſuch Beings as the apoſtate Angels are re- 
preſented to be in Scripture ; fince the Office 
and Diſpoſition of the pate Angels are attri- 
buted to theſe Beings. And 

Thirdly, That the Egyptians, Chaldzans, 
Phenicians, Perſians, Greeks, &c. did all firmly 
believe the Exiſtence of one particular evil Be- 
ing, under whoſe Conduct and Direction were 
many others; and that, from what we find 
delivered by the moſt antient Writers of all 
tneſe Nations, theſe © evil Beings did, in Nature, 
Office and Diſpoſition, agree with the Devil 
and his Angels, as the ſacred Writers deſcribe 
them. 

IV. I ſhall now proceed to conſider the Senſe 
in which the Words Aziuors and Azpornce are 
uſed in the New Teſtament ; but before this can 
be done, it will be neceſſary to enquire into the 
true Import and Meaning of the Words L£a[auz; 
and Aion». 

The firſt of theſe is of Hebrew, the ſecond 
of Greek Extraction. Yejavas is only the He- 
brew Tow Satan with a Greek Termination; 
it ſignifies Adverſarius, Inimicus, Hoſtis, &c. 
from the Verb do Satan adverſatus eft, hoſtis 
fuit, impedivit, &c. The inſpired Writers of 
the Old Teftament often underſtand by it the

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Devil, or Chief of the fallen Angels, that grand 
Enemy of Mankind, In this Senſe it muſt 
certainly be taken, Fob i. 6, 7, 8, 9, 12. 
Zech. iii. 1, 2, &c, where it is rendered by the 
Septuagint AuaSiA©-., And the Juſtneſs of this 
Verſion is confirmed by St. Matthew, who 
makes Caſardg and AuaGoAG» to be the ſelt- 
ſame Being, 1. e. the Chief of the fallen An- 
gas, ch. iv. 1, 5, 8, 10. — by St. Mark, 
ch. 1. 13. by St. Luke, ch. iv. 2, 3, 5, 6, 
8, ---- and laſtly, by St. Jon, the Author of 
the Apocalypſe, ch. xx. 2, &c. Let this ſuffice 
for an Explanation of the Word jaw Satan, or 
Lalavas Satanas. 

As for the Word A , I remember not 
to have ſeen it in any Greek Author before the 
Birth of Chriſt, except the Septuagint, who, 
as I have juſt obſerved, uſe it to denote the 
fame implacable and malicious Being that the 
Hebrews underſtand by the Word jou Satan 
above mentioned; and ſo do the Writers of the 
New Teſtament, as has been clearly proved. 
The Word aj4&2>4, indeed, is to be found as 
equivalent, in Signification to the Latin Ca- 


lummia, Criminatio, Obtrectatis, &c. in various 


Authors, preceding (not only the Chriſtian Ara, 
but even) the Age of the Septuagint them- 
ſelves, particularly Herodotus, Plato, &c. And 
that even the Word Au4Goa®» itſelf was known 
to the antient Greeks is evident from Plautus,

vatives from Ale, and agreeing in Signifi- 
cation with 95a; above mentioned: and 
that AuuGaG» in the New Teſtament, is deduced 
from the Verb o&zCanaw calumntior, obtrector, 


criminor, &c. plainly appears from Rev. xi. 


9, 10. where the Office of this Author of Evil 
is deſcribed, and the true Reaſon of his Name 
Aud? aſſign d. Athenæus likewiſe gives us 


to underſtand, that this Word was not un- 


known to Pagan Writers in the Senſe wherein 
tis applied to the Prince of fallen Angels in 
Scripture, when he ſays many of Plato's 
*© Followers were Tvpawino; xas d:aConm, ngena 
* tyrannico & calummiatores. The Verb * da- 
Exnnw ſometimes anſwers to the Latin invi- 
diam confio, odioſiun, inimicum, &c. reddo; and 
if we ſuppoſe Aucoa@», as applied to the 
grand Adverſary and Envier of the Happineſs 
of Mankind, to flow from this Signification of 
the ſaid Verb, it will not only agree with the 
known Nature and Diſpoſition of this wicked 
Being, but will likewiſe very well correſpond 
with the Hebrew Word jou Satan. The

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Word therefore Ala is expreſſive of fo 
many wicked Offices and Qualities of the De- 
ul, that a more appoſite Name in the Greek 
Language could not haye been given him. 
Having thus conſidered the true Import and 
Meaning of the Words Calas and Aiubor@s 
in the New Teſtament, it will not be difficult 
to determine the proper and undoubted Signi- 
fication of the Words Aaipay and Azipevioy in 
that ſacred Book, particularly the Goſpels ; and 
this, of courſe, will enable us to form a right 
Judgment of thoſe Perſons therein ſaid to have 
been Demonzacks, or Perſons poſſeſſed with 
Demons, and of the Diſtempers they were af- 
ficted with, as well as the Cauſes of thoſe Di- 
ſtempers. For, if we can demonſtrate, that 
Satan himſelf is a Demon, and the Prince of 
Demons; that to caſt out Demons is to caſt out 


Satan; that for Satan to caſt out Demons is for 


him to caſt out himſelf; that to caſt out De- 
mens by Belzebub the Prince of Demons 1s to 
caſt out Demons by Satan, &c. I fay, if all 
this can be demonſtrated, yt will, it muſt ap- 
pear, that Belzebub is a Demon, (which is 
allowed by all Parties engaged in the preſent 
Controverſy concerning the meaning of Demo- 
macks in the New Teſtament) and at the fame 
time Satan, or the Devil; that this Belgebub 
who is Satan, or the Devil, is not to be di- 
ſtinguiſhed in any other manner from the other 
Demons than as a Prince, or Chief, from thoſe 
who ad under his Comm and ; that therefore

Demons are exactly of the ſame Nature and 
Complexion and Diſpoſition with Satan, or the 
Devil, who is their Prince; and in ſhort, that 
the Demons of the New Teſtament are Devils 
ſtrictly and properly ſo called. Now that all 
this is true, may, in the ſtrongeſt Manner, and 
with the ſtricteſt Juſtice, be znferr'd from the 
following Paſſages of the Evangeh/ts. 
Then avas brought unto Him one poſſeſſed with 
a Demon, bhlind and dumb : and He healed him, 
inſomuch that the Blind and Dumb both pake 
and ſaw. 
And all the People were amazed, and ſaid, I. 
not this the Son of David ? 

But when the Phariſees heard it, they faid, 
This Fellow doth not caft out Demons, but by 
Belzebub the Prince of the Demons.

To theſe moſt clear, evident, and remark- 
able Texts may be added another as appoſite 
and full to our preſent Purpoſe as any of thoſe 
hitherto praduced ; And ought not this Woman, 
being a Mee, of Abraham, im Satan hath 
bound, la theſe eighteen Years, be looſed from this 
Bond on the Sabbath Day. Here it muſt be 
obſerved, \ that aur bleſſed Saviour Himſelf a- 
cribes this chronical Diſorder, not to a No- 
thing, 4 fictitious Being, an imaginary Ghoſt 
that had no Exiſtence, nor even to @ natural 
Cauſe, but to the. Devil himſelf; and as He 
moſt certainly aſſerted what was true, ſo He 
undoubtedly weed here the real Opinion of 
the Fews, who attributed a Variety of Dif- 
caſes to the Influence of evil Beings, which in 
many other Places of the New Teſtament are 
called. Demengs, but here Satan, or the Devil;

And that theſe Demons, theſe 
accurſed Spirits of the ſame Nature with that 
grand Rebel, by way of Eminence called be 
Devil (and under his Command) were his 
Angels, 7, e. thoſe Spirits that fell from Heaven 
with him (and not the departed Souls of wick- 
ed Men) is farther confirmed by our bleſſed 
Saviour, who makes an evident Diſtinction be- 
twixt theſe Beings, when He declares, that at 
the laſt Day the Son of Man ſhall fay to the 
Wicked on the Left Hand, Depart from me, 
ye Curſed, into everlaſting Fire, prepared- (not 
originally for you who were Men, and * 
for a better Place, but) for the Devil and bit 
Angels, This, in conjunction with the Texts 
above cited, ſeems beyond Contradiction, to 
imply, that te Demoniachs mentioned in the 


New Teſtament were really and actually poſſeſſed | 


with Devils, or fallen Angels, ---- and that this 
was well known to our hleſſed Saviour, and 
firmly believed by the Evangeliſis, and even ac- 
knowledged by the Jews themſelves. 
From what has been advanced under this laſt 
Head, are naturally deducible the following 
Obſervations, | 4 | 
1. The antient Greek Authors who preceded

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the Birth of Chriſt, ſeem to have annexed the 
ſame Idea to the Word AæiAu, or Aaiuoicy, 
when taken in a bad Senſe, as the 3 fis 
did in the New Teſtament. 


2. If it could be proved, that two different 


Ideas were annexed to this Word by facred and 
profane Authors; yet this would not affect the 
preſent Controverſy concerning the Meaning of 
Demomacks in the New Teſtament, which muſt 
be determined by the true Senſe and Meaning 
of the Word Azipuwy, or Aaorey, in the E- 
vangehſts. 

3. In the Evangeh/ts the Word Alas, or 
Aal,, always denotes an intelligent Being 
of a moſt malignant, noxious, and accurſed 
Nature, 

4. The Devil himſelf is here placed at the 
Head of theſe Beings; they are here repreſented 
to be intirely of his Nature and Diſpoſition, to 
have in common with him the Name Aaipa, 
or A to act in ſubſerviency to him; and 
ſuch Beings as theſe are moreover in Scripture 
called his Angels, i. e. fallen Angels. The De- 
mons — of the New J eftament are fallen 
Angels. 

5. Though we could not demonſtratively 
prove (as we have done) that the Demons of 
the New Teſtament were fallen Angels; yet, as 
they are Beings that really exiſt, as they are 
wicked and unclean Spirits, as they are of the 
ſame Nature with the Devi himſelf, and the 


other fallen Angels, and laſtly, as they act —_
